The de- 
fendant thea made a pan ear my which Mr. 
Morris commanicated to the plaintiffs the same 
day, to this effect—namely, ‘‘ that Duffy was an 
extremely clever, indefatigable tradesman; that 
be had a large capital employed in his trade, 
which was not all his own; but he (the defen- 
dant) believed him to be worth at least 2,000., 
and would trust him at any time to the extent of 
1,000/.’’ This communication was perfectly sa- 
tisfactory to the plaintiffs, who, on the Ist of No- 
vember following, were applied to by Mr. Hem- 
sali, on the part of Duffy, for a further supply 
of goods, to the amount of 80/. 10s. The plam- 
tiffs, upon that occasign, told Mr. Hemsall, that 
the account they had received of Duffy's circum- 
stances being satisfactory, they had no objection 
to the account being increased; and, according- 
ly, goods were furuished on the 2d and 10th of 
November, and in the month of January follow- 
ing, to the amount, in the whole (with those 
which bad been before purchased) of 704/. 6e.— 
The goods were supplied at a credit of five 
months, and bills of exchange were gifen for the 
amount. The first of the bills (for the goods 
furnished in May, 1827,) had been paid; but be- 
fore the others became due, Duffy stopped pay- 
ment, and a commission of baakr was alter- 
wards sued out against him. He nded from 
the commission, and had not surrendered. Now 
it would be proved, that so far from Duffy being 
worth 2,000/., as stated by the defendant, he 
was a person whajly without capital, never be- 
ing possessed of even 2001. of his own, and hav- 
ing, at the commencement of his partnership with 
the defendant, borrowed from his brother, James 
Duffy, a brazier, residing at Tamworth, a sum of 
400/. It would be proved beyond the possibility 
of doubt, that he was in insolvent circumstances 
at the time the representation was made by the 
defendant, who therefore would be liable in this 
action, unless the jury should be of opinion that 
he did not make the false representation with a 
view, fraudulently, to induce the plaintiffs to give 
Duffy credit. It would be shown, that when the 
partnership between Duffy and the defendant 
was dissolved, Duffy was not able to pay a sum 
of 1,250/., which was the estimated amount of 
the partnership stock taken by him, and that he 
executed a bond, in which his brother James

it runs away, he knows not how ; and that 
demon, waste, cries more, like horse leech’s 
daugliter, until he that provides has no more 
to give. It is the husband's duty to bring 
into the house, and it is the duty of the wife 
to see that nothing goes wrongfully out of it;

‘The 
husband’s interests should be the wife’s care, 
and her greatest ambition carry her no fur- 
ther than his welfare and happiness, together 
with that of her children. ‘This should be 
her sole aim, and the theatre of her exploits 
is in the bosom of her family, where she 
may do as much towards making a fortune 
as he possibly can in the counting room or 
workshop. It is not the money earned that 
makes a man wealthy; it is what is saved 
from his earnings. A good and prudent 
husband makes a deposit of the fruits of his 
labor with his best friend: and if that friend 
be not true to him, what has he to hope ; if 
he dare not place confidence in the compa- 
nion of his bosom, where is he to place it? 
A wife acts not for herself only, but she is’ 
the agent of many she loves, and she is 
bound to act for their good, and not for her 
own gratifications. Her husband’s good, 
is the end at which she should aim, his ap- 
probation is ber reward, - Self-gratification 
in dress or indulgence in appetite, or more 
company than his purse can well entertain, 
are equally pernicious. ‘The first adds‘ va- 
nity to extravagance—the second fastens a 
doctor’s bill to a long butcher’s account, and 
the latter brings intemperance, the worst of 
all evils in its train.

wot fail ta perceive that Duffy being 
indebted to the defendant ina large amount, the 
defendant had a strong interest in upholds 
Duffy’s credit, and the facts which would be 
proved in evidence would leave no doubt in the 
minds of the jury that a deceitful and frauduleat 
representation had been made. 

To prove the case, Mr. Morris, Mr. Hemsall, 
Mr. James Duffy, John Batt, and Joseph Curtis 
were examined. Their testimony ed the 
principal part of the learned counsel's state- 
ment. Curtis, who was a warehouseman in the 
service of Wm. Duffy, stated, on his cross-ex- 
amination by Sir James Scanxetr, that Duffy, 
during the time witness lived with him, which 
was fom March, 1827, to March, 1828, carried 
ona very considerable business; was in good 
credit, and in the babit of paying large sume of 
money; that he was very attentive to business, 
and had no difficulty in obtaining goods on 
credit, though witness had known him often to 
refuse goods that were offered to him on credit. 
He (Duffy) and the defendant had dealings to- 
gether, and they purchased goods of each other. 
In June, 1827, Duffy bought goods of the de- 
fendant on credit. The witness stated that he 
had no reason to doubt the solvency of Duffy 
during the time that he was in his eervice; that 
he paid away thousands of pounds during that 
time; that in June, 1827, a hre broke out in his 
house, and that he afterwards continued his bu- 
siness in credit as before; that Daffy frequently 
refused to purchase on credit, and at the 
time witness left his service in March, 1828, he 
had a good stock of goods in his warehouse.

Sir James Scanuett addressed the jury for 
the defendant. His client was utterly incapable 
of deceiving any one, and hed himself lost severe- 
pits Duffy. There was nothing to show that 
rom 1825 till 1827, the defendant had the least 
knowledge that Duffy was insolvent; and it was 
in evidence that he was in credit; and the de- 
fendant himself, after the representation, had 
sold him on credit goods to the amount of 800/. 
The defendant really thought, when he gave 
Duffy a charactgr for credit, that he deserved it. 
If a tradesman was to be made liable merely for 
having given an honest opinion of another's 
credit, no tradesman could be safe. The de- 
fendant had, in fact, lost twice as much by Dafly 
as the plaintiff’s had done. 

Several witnesses were then called, for the 

rpose of showing that Duffy had carried on « 
arge business, and had been always considered 
in good circumstances. They described him as 
an industrious man, who had always borne a 
good character; and it was stated that the bond 
executed by him and his brother in December, 
1825, had been given for the defendant's portion 
of the stock in trade and book debts; and that 
in September and November last the defendant 
ar oe him with silk goods to the amount 
of 800/. 


Lord Texpgxpen, in recapitulating the facts 
of the case to the jury, told them that the foan- 
dation of an action of this description was fraud

a strong monied monopoly, and a few years 
previous to thet peried there was not « a 
wine-merchanis ia the town. But the barrier 
has new been broken down, and the flood-gates 
of commerce thrown open, there being at pre- 
sent upwards of fifty carrying on the wine trade 
in Leith, not taking into account a number. of 
grocers by whom that article is also sold. To 
account for this great increase and extension of 
the Leith wine trade, many causes might be as- 
i : for the present we shall confine our- 
selves to three. The first and most promineat 
is the bonding system; the second is the recent 
reduction of wine duties; and the third the ter- 
mination of the European war. The bonding 
system, every one knows, was partially intro- 
duced about the year 185-6, but was not in ge- 
peral operation till 1810, for the pu of en- 
abling merchants to carry on the business with 
a smaller capital than could be done when the 
duty was demanded upon the landing of the 
wine. Hence, many embarked in the wine-trade 
who, under the old system, were excluded from 
its benefits. And, to give some idea of the ex- 
tent to which it has attained, it may be stated 
that there are in South and North Leith up- 
wards of 100 bonded vaults at present ; 
as repositories for wines. The only evil arising 
from the bonded system is this—that it encour- 
ages growers of inferior wines to glut our mar- 
kets with wines that required all the influence 
of the consignee to get them introduced to the 
public. But upon the whole (for we do not 
state this evil direct, but general,) Leith never 
stood higher in its character for superior wines 
than Seen at the present day. The second 
cause of the extended wine trade we trace to 
the recemt reduction of wine duties. Previous 
to March, 1825, the duty charged on port, and 
other wines, not French, was 7s. 6d. per gallon, 
or 991. 11s. per ton, while French wine of every 
description was taxed at a duty of 11s. 5d. per 
gallon, or 145/. 7s. 6d. per ton. Since that pe- 
riod there has been an abatement of these ex- 
travagant. duties; they now stand, tho former 
description of wines, at 4s. 10d. per gallon, and 
the latter at 7s. 3d.; and higit as these duties 
still are, what has been the result? The an- 
swer is obvious: Numbers, to whom the name 
of “ Chateaux Margaux,”’ *‘ Latour,” and ‘* La- 
fitte,’’ conveyed nothing but an abstract sound, 
are now enabled to buy occasionally of these 
excellent clarets; and what is more worthy of 
record, thousands who never had a bottle of 
port or sherry within their dwelling, can now in 
the case of sickness or the infirmities of age, al- 
leviate the one and cheer the other with these 
generous wines. This is no fancied good, sup- 
posed to have arisen from the reduction of du- 
ties, for we have occasion to know that the 
se of wine used as medicine by the midd - 
poorer classes is really great. The thi 

and last reason we shall give for the extension 
of our wine-trade, is the termination of the Eu- 
ropean war,and this we shall discuss in a sentence 
or two. This peaceful state of things to which 
we have arrived, affords an easy facility for 
wines being imported, and that at prices consi- 
derably below what could be purchased from 
a belligerent country. |t has also drawn many 
gentlemen to this safe and business, 
who, in time of war, would have followed the 
‘ession of arms, or engaged in some of the:

Judge King, in his charge to the Grand Jury 
on the opening of the Court of Oyert and Ter- 
miner, this morning, made some remarks of ge- 
neral interest. He said that the Secretary of 
the Temperance Society had exhibited to him a 
list of persons who sold liquor by the small in 
the county of Philadelphia. The number was 
appalling; but examination had convinced him 
that scarcely one-sixth of them had been li- 
censed. A list of the taverns in the city had also 
been presented to the Recorder, who had assur- 
ed him that there also the unlicensed were by far 
the most numerous. The evils‘of intemperance, 
therefore, were not attributable to any abuse of 
the power of licensing. It had been dispensed 
with a deliberate and cautious policy. Neither, 
said he, is there any defect in the law on this 
subject. It is sufficiently definite in its prohibi- 
tions, and rigorous in its penalties. But there 
had been, he feared, a culpable negligence on 
the part of the inferior executive officers. It was 
a duty specifically enjoined upon constables to 
make a report to the Court of the retailers of 
liquors in their respective townships. This, if 
duly performed, must result in the conviction 
and punishment of the unlicensed. ‘These offi- 
cers, it is true, go through the routine of pre- 
senting a return to each Court; but so negligent- 
ly constructed, and accompanied by such imper- 
fect testimony, that but two convictions have 
taken nlace during the last nine months. Much, 
he was aware, might be said in extenuation for 
the constables. Their’s was an office of ill-re- 
This duty, imposed on them by 
the Legislature, was most arduous in its fulfil- 
ment. To detect the artifices of concealment, 
to baffle cunning and expose fraud, was no easy 
task; yet, with every allowance, I fear, said he, 
we must attribute their negligence to the uncer- 
tain tenure of their office. They are elected 
annually, aud are therefore too much the cour- 
| tiers of popalarity to be independent in the ex- 
ercise of their duties. He said be also feared 
there was an apathy on the part of the citizens 
in this respect. Great as is this evil, we rarely 
find one sufficiently public spirited to prosegute. 
Temperance Societies, it is true, are formed, who 
assail the Legislature with incesgant petitions, 
but the fault is not there. The Legislature has 
made the most salatary enactments. The best | 
Temperance Society would be the general assent 
of good men to use their individual endeavors to 
bring offenders to condign punishment. He also 
adverted to another evil, which was the hand- 
maid of intemperance;—that is, the billiard- 
tables, shuffle-boards, and other devices for gam- 
ing or play, which are found at many taverns, 
and attract idlers within the baleful infldence of 
the-bar-room. Tavern-keepers, he said, were 
expressly prohibited, by act of assembly, from 
keeping such means of amusement; and the 
Court only waited till such offenders should be 
brought judicialfy before thein, to inflict the se- 
verest penalty of the law. H.

This at $7 per hundred, at 
which a part of it has been sold, will produce 
within a little of $5000, to which must be added 
the molasses, &c. 

No one can doubt, from the facts we have 
from time to tithe stated, not only that our soil 
is every way calculated for the production of 
this valuable necessary of life, but that it holds 
out greater inducements to the cultivator than 
the predaction of most other erticles to which 
his attention hae been or can be devoted.—Sa- 
vannah Georgian.
